A report of the business transacted 


jn the Common Pleas Court this week 
as appears in another column, shows 
that a number of saloonists in this town 
have plead guilty to the charge o 
furnishing 
intoxicating 
liquors 
to 


minors and to persons in the habit o 
becoming intoxicated, and have been 
fined. 


By these indictments there is a pecu- 


liar state of affairs revealed, towit: the 
saloonisls always furnish the intoxi- 
cants, but never sdl, 


Section 6943 of the Revised Statute? 


provides that it shall be unlawful to 
furnish intoxicants to minors or per- 
sons in the habit of becoming intoxi 
cated, and provides a penally for a 
violation thereof of a fine of not more 
than $100 nor less than $ to, or impris- 
onment in the county jail. 


Section 10 of the Scott law provides: 


"Whoever sdla intoxinatiflft 
liquors 


to a minor) except on the written or- 
der of his parents, guardian or family 
physician, or to a person intoxicated 
or in the habit of getting intoxicated, 
shall be fined not more than $100 nor 
less than $25, and imprisoned not 
more than thirty nor less than five 
days." 


There is a vast difference in the two, 


>ne making the jail penalty imperative 
and the other leaving it optional with 
the court; and as a result the Coshoc- 
.011 saloonists are indicted for furnish- 
'ny, and not for selling, and by this 
ucans are kept out of jail.

they will perhaps 
fully mature and 


yield a bountiful harvest, even on com- 
paratively poor land ; but le1, a drought 
occur, or any other unfavorable cir- 
cumstance check their growth for a 
week or two, and for want of an abund- 
ant supply of the food necessary for 
their growth, they never make up the 
lost time, and consequently never fully 
matuie or attain 
iheir full 
growth. 


Not so with crops on rich land. 
The 


soil being abundantly supplied with 
the necessary food, two or three weeks 
of dry weather has but little effect 
on 


them, even if their growth is checked 
for a time, when more 
fayorabhj 


weather returns they soon make up all 
lost time, This may be considered by 
some a Hide comparison, yet in my 
mind, as according lo my way of rea- 
soning, it is a correct one. 


JJut suppose the seasons were all 


equally favorable. Suppose there was 
no such thing as a 
long continued 


gain'wealth, etc.; and this is the way 
political economy applies to the farmer. 


NY> subject can be broached but the 


subject of political economy touches 
it; prices of products of the farm arc 
first 'thing he seeks, 
The 
subject of 


money is one thai interests us all; but 
no man can understand llie use of 
money and the production of ihc same 
without studying political economy; 
and every man who interests himself 
in public affairs and the affairs of his 
business, is, in a measure, studying 
political economy. 
Kor instance, the 


tariff is now the subject of much 
prominence, and the whole principle is 
either piotection or frco trade. 


This subject is one that docs not 


teach the farmer how to 
till the soil, 


but it does discuss, those principles upon 
which all operations upon the farm are 
based, 


For instance, the potato bug is de- 


stroyed that it may not destroy the 
results of your labor, and Kibor 
capital are the basis of political econ- 
omy, 


There are four leading questions: 


manufactures pork; sheep, wool, etc., 
and thus we sec how the farmer pro- 
duces, 


From this he wenl to the prime or 


fundamental conditions 
of political 


economy: labor and capital. 


In this was discussed the benefits 


derived from the genius of inventors, 
whereby the laborer created hi6rc"t>y 
brain power: directing their 
horses 


and the power of steam, lhan the man 
ulonc could before intelligence Was 
made the basis of production 
The 


man who develops his intelligence, 
thinks and plahs,'{$ the man who will 
succeed. This he illustrated by the 
experience of u man who had pursued 
the old ruts and failed, to get on, but 
who, beginning to study, use brain 
power, and not striving lo produce too 


mouths as in the baskeU, The first of 
the berries in its season is the luscious 
strawberry, in glittering scarlet nnd at- 
tractive lo all, and, when smothered in 
sugar and June cream would certainly 
tickle the palate of nny epicure. They 
are certainly not hard to .lake. 
Next 


combs the raspberry,

berry sandwiched in. Then comes the 
luscious grape, growing in rich clus- 
ters' and clothed 
in different colors, 


lo the eye and the 
all attractive 
taste.

The .soil 


The soil 
has been 


robbed of its fertility, The soil has 
been denuded of the ingredients that 
enter into the composition 
of the 


crops sought to be grown. The soil 
is destitute of the food upon which 
vegetation subsists, Until this is sup- 
plied, no amount of labor dc<ne in pre- 
paring the soil, or in the selection of 
the seed, or in the care of sowing, 
planting and cultivating the plants, will 
insure a bountiful or profitable crop. 
As well might a well-groomed, well- 
bred, and well-sheltered horse be ex- 
pected lo perform or endure hard labor 
when deprived ol a sufficient amount 
of food, as to expect a poor soil to pro- 
duce a bountiful crop of grain by be- 
ing well plowed, sown and 
cultivated. 


On the other hand, if the horse be 
well fed, the.grooming maybe neglect- 
ed or imperfectly clone, the shelter may 
not be of the best; in short, the animal 
may lo a certain extent be neglected in 
every particular except food, and be 
capable of performing such an amount 
of labor as to make him profitable to 
his owner. 
So with the soil. It is 


difficult to conceive of a crop being 
sown or planted in a rich soil in such 
an imperfect, or even slovenly man- 
ner, and be so poorly cultivated as not 
to yield an amount sufficient to pay 
expenses and leave some profit to the 
farmer, 
tt is, however, not the object 


of this paper to encourage carelessness 
or indifference in the sowing and cul- 


nnd reap whatever grows on their 
fields year after year, not stopping once 
lo c.unwdcr that their soils aro becom- 
ing exhausted ; seemingly ignorant of 
the 
fact a soil can 
be exhausted. 


Nor are such farmers rare exceptions. 
We are all making the same mistakes, 
some to a greater, others to a less ex- 
tent. We are all taking, or at least ex- 
pecting to take too much from the soil 
and returning too little thereto. 


The truth of the assertion that a 


rich soil is necessary to profitable farm- 
ing, was clearly demonstrated in the 
past year, The year 1883 was gen- 
erally conceded as being an unfavora- 
ble one for crops, especially the corn 
and wheat crops, The average yield 
of wheat per acre that year, in Coshoc- 
ton county, being only about ten bush- 
els; that of com from 
twenty-live to 


thirty bushels. 
Notwithstanding this 


low average—almost universally at- 
tributed to the unfavorable season— 
there were acres and even fields of 
both wheat and corn in the county that 
produced more than double 
these 


amounts. 
And this large increase of 


production was not the result of extra 
labor in the plowing or preparation of 
the soil, nor in the exercise of more 
care in the sowing, planting or cultiva- 
ting ; it was simply the result of a rich- 
er soil. 


My own experience in farming last 


year taught me these truths most clear 
ly. 
My crop ol wheat that year, con- 


sisting of about forty-five acres, yield- 
ed an average of about ten bushels per 
acre, yet about eight acres of the crop, 
plowed in the same manner, with the 
same plow, with no extra labor in tht 
preparalion of soil; sown with the same 
drill, the 
same

than doubled 
this 


more than four hundred feet square, tivatioh oT crops', nor that enriching 


average; yielding me in money, at the 
price sold ($1.00 per bushel) not less 
than twelve dollars per acre above the 
average. 
This excess of yield was 


produced by enriching the soil at an 
expense of about three dollars per acre 
paid for fertilizer. I might make a 
similar statement concerning my corn 
crop the1 same year, but 
forbear 


Now, I have no doubt that many, per- 


drought or heavy washing rains, or 
Hoods, or severe free/.ing and sudden 
thawing in winter, but everything was 
favorable for the growth of crops, 
would this obviate or lessen the neces- 
sity for enriching the soil? 
Certainly 


not. The productions of the soil im- 
poverish it just in proportion to the 
amount produced. 
Hence a favorable 


season adds nothing lo the fertility of 
the soil; it simply permits the grow- 
ing plants to extract more nourish- 
ment therefrom, thus adding to rather 
lhan lessening the necessity for return- 
ing something to supply what 'is thus 
extracted. 
Another 
cause of com- 


plaint, and one to which farmers 
fre^ 


quently attribute their crop failures is 
the ravages of insects. 
Jt is true the 


profits of farming, even on rich soils is 
often very materially reduced by these 
pests. 
But here again every -'observ- 


ing farmer cannot fail to have noticed 
a very great difference in the injuries 
thus inflicted, and lhat Ihc difference 
is in favor of the crops 
growing on 


rich soil. 
The reason is easily assign- 


ed, These insect-enemies are mostly 
very short-lived crealures, 
Though 


very industrious, AS a rule, they do 
not live long enough to kill the plants 
upon which they prey, but only crip- 
ple them. 
The plant in a poor soil 


for lack of sufficient food cannot afford 
to be crippled, or Icsc any of the time 
.allotted to it 
lor completing 
its 


growth; whereas the plant in a rich 
soil, having a plentiful supply of food, 
continues to igrow even while the in- 
sect is at work, and when it dies or 
ceases lo work, slill has time to com- 
plete its growth and fully mature. 


The Colorado potato bug is .perhaps 


an exception to the rule. That insect 
gene rally lives long enough, and if un- 
molested becomes sufficiently .numer- 
ous to complete its work of destruc- 
tion regardless of the condition of the 
soil. The best, and perhaps the only 
way to get rid of this pest is to wage a 
war of extermination against them. 


Let me'theh in conclusion say to 


the farmers of Coshocton county,' es- 
pecially those who have realized little 
pr no profit from 
their occupation, 


and therefore contemplate leaving the. 


isi—How does wealth arise? 
Any- 


thing that is useful is not always 
wealth. 
Kor instance, \valer and

Anything that is essential, 


Wealth is lhat 
which possesses the 


power of exchange. 
If you can soil it 


and get money or valuables in return, 
then it is wealth. Wealth is not mon- 
ey alone, This seems childish to stale, 
yet it has not been long since the na- 
tions of the world based their govern- 
ment upon this idea.

Mow shall wealth be divided —lo

But one man is not 


always Ihe producer—thousands may

The grw'al problem in life is how to 


gel the greatest return for what you 
invest. This is iho fundamental max- 
im and all the other qucslions cenlcr 
in this. 


The man who follows mixed farm- 


The best soil in which to grow small 


fruils is a deep loam—not too sandy— 
although if kept well mulched they 
will 'grow in almost pure sand. Any soil 
tiiat'docs not bake too hard after a rain 
is gdod, though I have raised good fruit 
on stiff cl.iy but it requires more labor. 
The ground should 1>e cultivated in 
some crops l\vo seasons before plant- 
ing in small fruit, in ordei to escape 
the ravages of the while grub worms 
which eai off the roots of ihe plants 
near the surface of the ground. 
The 


ground should be deeply plowed and 
pulverized thoroughly with the har- 
row and drag, 
1 generally then re- 


stir the soil with a double-shovel plow 
and then harrow and drag again before 
planting 
Kor strawberries the ground 


should be heavily manured. As 
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roots immersed in water. 
It the roots 


are long 1 shorten them by culling off 
about one-third of their length. 
This 


will cause them to throw oul a multi- 
tude of new roots. 


Commence cultivating before weeds 


begin to grow and keep the ground

Production often takes up and re- 


produces, and comes back from where 
it commenced, Illustrated this by the 
tanning of a hide produced • by 
the 


farmer: ist, the hide, tanned by the 
tanner, cut up by the shoemafccr, 'and 
in producing the shoes, all hough the 
amount of leather has been reduced, it 
is of more value because of the skill of 
the shoemaker. 


The farmer is most interested in the- 


first proposition, Creation of wealth 
by the farmer is not absolute, 
He is 


not the only producer, tie is the 
fundamental producer, 
but 
skilled 


labor is necessary to • produce greater 
wealth, 
Man cannot make a grain of 


corn, but; out of the universal material 
grows this corn. Hence it is seen 
the creation of wealth is, not abso - 
lute. 


The speaker then discussed 
the 


various elements: Light, heat, etc., of 
which the farmer is an instrument to 
take advantage thereof and produces 
the crops. The first thing necessary, 


The growing of small fruils is a bus- 


iness comparatively new among farm- 
ers, but one which should certainly re- 
ceive more attention lhan it does. The 
farmer, above all others, has ihc means 
of supplying his table with ihe fruils a 
king would not despise, 
Kvcry far- 


mer can have plenty of strawberries, 
raspberries, blackberries, grapes etc,, to 
supply bis table if he only thought so. 
Hut the generality of farmers arc as ig- 
norant of their growth and culture as 
they arc of the 
fruits grown in ihe 


tropics. 


Berries are far more palatable in hot 


weather lhan greasy .pork, and if far- 
mers could be induced to use these so- 
called luxuries for one season, they 
would soon become necessities. 
He 


will certainly be a great gainer in the 
health of his family if his table is plen 
tifully supplied with all these in their 
season. 
Many persons will depend on 


a few wild berries and tread many 
weary miles to get them, when the 
same amount ol labor bestowed on a 
piece of land near the house will sup- 
ply a family every meal instead of now 
and then, 
Bui often when farmers are 


urged to plant these delicious fruits 
they say that it requires too much la- 
bor—that the work is loo puttering for 
them to engage in. I have even seen 
some who thought that it degraded 
their rank as farmers to be found en- 
gaged in the culture of berries, but I 
have never found one who could not 
eat his share when he had the oppor- 
tunity. But certainly they are not 
much harder to grow than cabbage 
and potatoes, if the work is mostly 
done with a horse.

three do/.en only arc wanted they can 
safely be sent by mail if first pnckrd in 
moss and this surrounded with oiled 
paper lo prevent the evaporation of 
moisture. 
As soon as they arrive by 


either mail or express open the pack- 
ages and plant immediately if you are 
ready to plain. 
If you are n«»t reaily, 


irench the plants in some shady place 
until you are ready. Spread the plants 
very thinly in tho trench and cover the 
roots thoroughly. 
In the mmnh of 


April, 1881, white the giotmd was rov- 
eied with .snow, 1 received of John S, 
Collins, of Moorcstown, N. J,, a h.df 
barrel of plants, nmong them four hun- 
dred strawberry plants, all of which I 
immediately trenched, and left them in 
the trench two wc-oks before planting 
and scarcely lost a plant. 


There are many ways of culuire for 


the strawberry. For garden 
when the work of cultivating is done 
with the hoe or garden cultivator, 1 
would plain two feel each 
let one nnmer grow 
plant one way and keep off all 
runners, This would cause the 
lo be one fool aparl in the rows until 
ihe first of September, when only ihc 
surface should be cultivated so as to 
keep down what few weeds that may 
grow alter this, as the plants no1* com- 
mence to throw out numerous liUral 
runners which if disturbed would injure 
the fruit crop, I recommend phnting in 
the spring, in the month of April, 
while the ground and wealher are cool 
and moist. 
Though some seem lo 


plan is ihc same as the above, only a 
few young runners nre allowed to set 
around the original plants during the 
latter part of the season. 
In the 


"Mailed Row" plan the rows are 
marked off three and one-half to four 
feel and the plants set from twelve to 
eighteen inches in the row. Cutoff 
the Iksl runners when they appear as 
they aie apt lo be weak, 
When llie 


second runnels appear lot them Like 
root nlong the rows, and when you 
arc cultivating go the same way each 
lime with the cultivator so as not to 
twist u' break the runners; and every

plants will widen until they are two or 
two and one-half foci wide. 


Pirk off every blossom as soon as 


they appear, because if left on they 
will fruit and cause many of the plants 
lo die and weaken the viuilily of all of 
them.

TJiey are never cultivated. 
Pistillate 


plants are those whose blossoms 
have 


pistills but no stamens nnd 
will nol 


bear alone exoepi they are near sia- 
initiates or hermaphrodites, but all 
growers use hermaphrodites ilonc to 
fertilize them. 
Some of our mosl pro- 


ductive varieties arc pistillates, such as 
Crescent Seedling and Windsor Chief. 
The Crescent Seedling is very early 
and immensely productive, and will 
bear more neglect than any l>erry with 
which I am acquainted, The Wind- 
sor Chief is another productive variety 
and very large. The Charles 
Down- 


ing was a berry I grew for many years. 
It is a splendid berry and productive, 
and will grow in almost all localities. 
II is hermaphrodite and will bear alone 
and will do to plant near pistillates to 
fertilize them. 


The old Wilson's Albany is produc- 


tive, but is easily influenced by drouth;

I had a piece of bottom 


land that had not been plowed for 40 
years until I plowed it for mangel 
wurtzcl beets and corn. 
The next 


year I planted it in Mammoth Cluster 
raspberries, with early rose potatoes 
between the raspberries; when 1 saw 
the vigorous growth of the bushes I 
counted upon having a 'tremendous 
crop, but 1 was doomed to disappoint- 
ment. They yielded poorly and wint- 
er-killed badly ; so much so that I cut 
them down and planted the land in 
corn. 
I Slack-caps require richer soil 


arc among the earliest ot Ihe black-[cuttings, and just at the top of the 
caps. The Gregg is now the leading 
late berry. 
It is very large and hand- 


some. 
I have raised them that fifteen 


berries in a line would measure one 
foot 
Among red berries the Brandy- 


wine, Thwack, Turner and Cuthbcrt 
are the leading varieties, The red rasp- 
berry I believe to be the best when 
canned.

Follows the raspberry and i.s another 
desirable fruit for the table, and there 
is certainly none more wholesome. 
How many ihere are though who de 
peud 
on iheir scanty supply from the 


fence corners, and many of them very 
poor, sour, seedy things at best. They 
can not boar any comparison with the 
large luscious Kittalinny. 
Kvcn these 


wild ones are nol always to be had. 
In order to get a daily supply they 
ought to be located where they could 
be reached readily, There is no 
fruit 


more easily raised. 
Its culture i.s very 


simple. 
Select ground that is not very 


moijit or rich, and if highly elevated 
all the better, as they are not so 
liable to winter kill. 
1 think a soil that 


is a liltle thin and gravelly is the best. 
When the rows are furrowed out it is 
a good plan to spread well rotted 
manure or compost in the row, which 


trench put the earth more loosely, 
They will loot before winter, and to 
keep the frost from heaving them out 
mulch deeply with manure and draw 
it away in the spring; or the cuttings 
may be made as above described and 
burled out of reach of frost and planted 
in the spring. 


The cultivation of the gooseberry is 


about the same as that of the currant. 
The old Red Dutch, taking all things 
into consideration, will give as much 
satisfaction as any other. 
With good 


treatment it will nearly rival the Cher- 
ry Currant in si/.e.

until spring, taking care to keep them 
moist but nol wet, and they will cal- 
lous and des'dope buds on the pieces 
of roots.

The currant is a fruit found in every 


garden, and of all fruits the most neg- 
lected, 
ils uses are many, but for 


jelly it is unsurpassed. The 
juice of 


ihe fruit is an excellent substitute 
fgr 


lemonade. 
It is generally found in 


the garden a mass of tangled brush, 
the fruit very small, whereas if it was 
judiciously pruned, 
manured 
and 


mulched, the fruit would be double 
the size il usually is. 


The ground for planting should be 


a rich, moist loam. 
The soil cannot 


be too rich, 
ure and you

If the planting is 


in the garden take one or two year old 
plants, and after having prepared the 
ground by thoroughly pulverizing, set 
them four feet apart and keep the

they should be heavily mulched m the 
spring and nothing is better for this 
than coal ashes. Straw if put on thick 
enough makes a good mulch.

treating all others as weeds, 


The best way to propogate is from 


cuttings from one year old wood. 
In 


early fall, as soon us the leaves drop 
from the bushes, make • the 
cuttings 


six inches long; spade the ground 
deeply ; dig trenches deep enough to 
set the cuttings so that the two upper 
buds will l>e above ground; then pack 
the earth firmly around the baie of tht 


fruits, yet the amount of ignorance 
manifested in its culture is astonishing 
—persons farming all their lives know- 
ing no more about it than if they hud 
never seen it 
The situation must be 


dry, or made so by draining. 
The 


vines cannot have wet feet and pros- 
per. They delight in a situation high 
and dry, with a porous sub soil. 
The 


distance to plant varies with the varie- 
ty and kind of soil—a rich soil 
will 


require wide planting. 


If you wish to raise your own vines, 


you must make the cuttings about six 
(6) inches or eight (8) inches long, con- 
taining from two to four buds (cut 
close to the lower bud), in the autumn 
after the leaves full, or in the early win- 
ter before cold weather injures the 
buds; then bury them in some dry 
piece of ground below reach of frost. 
Early in the spring, as soon as the 
ground is dry enough, in sume- deep, 
rich land, dig out a trench as deep as 
the cuttings; in this set the cuttings 
about four inches apart, a little sloping 
toward the north (have the trenches 
running east and west); then throw in 
the soil you took out of the trench ,*»nd 
tramp it firmly around the base of the 
cuttings to within three inches of the 
top; fill in the balance with loose dirt 
up to the top bud. Then lake a board 
6 to 12 inches wide and set it on 
its 


edge close up to the cuttings on the 
south side; then keep the weeds down 
and the ground cultivated, and in June 
they will begin to root. 


Have the land for your vineyard 


plowed deeply and harrowed smooth; 
if it could bo plowed 1510 18 inches 
deep it would be better for the vines, 
Dig holes or plow 
trenches wide 


and deep enough to take in the roots 
without crowding Ihem. 
At the same 


time plant a firm stake 
in the hole 


with the vine. 
When taken up out of 


the nursery bed, cut the young plant 
back to two eyes, and when they start 
in the spring rub one off and let the 
other grow, and as it lengthens tie it 
up to the stake, and pinch back 
the 


lutterals, if any grow, to one bud, Dur- 
ing the summer keep the vines well 
cultivated, 
Jn the fall cut the young 


vine back to three buds, and the next 
spring rub off 
one and 
let 
the 


strongest two grow, and tie them to 
stakes as done the first year. Then in 
the fall cut these two canes back to 3 
or 4 feet, according to the strength of 
the vine, 
Young vines will usually 


bear a few bunches the second year 
after being set out, but it is best not lo 
let them bear until the third year; 
although two bunches might be left on 
a strong vine. 


At the beginning of the third yeai 


the trellis must be set up, 
A post is 


set between two vines and 
to these 


posts three wires or slats are fastened 
one above the other, the first or lower 
one about 18 inches from the ground 
(the vines may be planted from 8 to 
14 feet in the row, and the rows from 
8 to 10 feel apart, according to the 
variety). These canes are bent down 
horizontally and fastened to the lower 
wire, and about four buds on each 
cane allowed to grow—and every bud 
will set1 from tsvo to four bunches of 
grapes. 
The fourth year two of the 


canes on each arm are allowed to grow 
and the others cut down to one bud, 
and from these the canes for next 
year's fruiting are allowed to 
grow, 


These canes that are bearing the fruit, 
must be nipped back when they grow 
three leaves beyond the upper bunch 
of grapes on the cane. 


cannot always get the vine to grow i<3 
the formulated way laid down in the 
books, These books do very well lo 
give us a knowledge of the principles 
and habits ofthe vine, but every per- 
son must use his own judgment, 
Practical observation will do a greal 
deal. 
Farmers cannot • always give 


undivided attention lo their vines like 
persons who make grape culture their 
calling; but yet they can rai.se plenty 
of grapes if they give a, liltle attention 
at the right time. 


I find the demand for grapes grows 


with their use. 
I have sold many to 


farmers who a few years previous to 
that time never used a grape. 
Their 


uses are many in the family. They do 
well for canning. Let every 
fttrmfr 


try lo raise his own grapes. 
Vines are 


plenty and cheap, 
The use of the 


grape will loll on Ihe health of the 
family and save doctor bills.

May I be indulged in a few pastoral

1 remember the ihrills of anticipation 
thai made glorious Ihe days preceding 
the one of the appointed visit; the get- 
ting together small gifts for the deaily 
loved, the field and hedge scented 
cousins, the early breakfast, the heart- 
throbbing suspense of waiting for the 
wagon. 
And when 
the 
wagon 


came, the delight of climbing into it, 
and feeling that the consummation de- 
voutly wished for was now slowly and 
surely enfolding us. The wagon itsell 
was none of your fancy, dainty affairs 
of luxurious locomotion, 


Bless you I it was a regular old grind- 


er, thumper and thunderer. 
It raised 


an earthquake of sound and an earth- 
quake of motion. 
Seated in it, you 


could not talk without biting your 
tongue, and you grew numb in many 
spots from the merciless St. Vi'us' 
dance of the monster 
It was all Pur- 


itanical adamant 
without sanctimoni- 


ousness of springs or sentiment of 
cushions or poetry of paint. 
It was a 


huge box on stout wheels, and was 
pulled by two spotted, 
fat, straight- 


backed, unsophisticated horses. Before 
we got to the line of country 
versus 


town, the dirty town air was all thump 
ed out of our quivering lungs, and the 
welcoming zephyrs ofthe country broke 
upon us in waves of beauty, color and 
fragrance. 


We were literally churned by the time 
the five miles of up and clown hill were 


."No art can paint or gild" scenes in 
after life with the glory thai decked 
everything when we thought the world 
a paradise. We see no such landscapes 
now, no such castled cities in clouds 
and sunsets; we dream no such future 
of magical achievements. 
We 
have 


found oul that a landscape is made up 
of mountain, valley, stream and sky; 
that the country means geology, chem- 
istry and crops. 


Alas! 
How practical and prosaic 


the necessary anatomizing of life makes 
us, 
How the glow fades from even 


the rose when we interrogate it, and 
the music from the bird's notes, when 
we attempt to ask the sentiment of its 
song, 
But the old wagon has never 


lost its charm for me, and could I greet 
the fragrance of its voluptuous wheels 
1 would find rising before me all those 
cnchanling, first illuminations of my 
childhood's country visits. 


The puzzle of growing things de- 


lighted me; the very weeds were ex- 
quisitely saucy and attractive; the dew 
was a wonder; the heavenly expanse, 
unbroken from hori/.on to horizon, 'vas 
a sublime joy; the glad awakenings to 
fragrant mornings; ihe country sounds 
of lowing herds, of concerts of birds, 
the echoes of Ihe shrill cry and the soft 
laugh, Ihe contrast of sound and si. 
lencc, each and all of these were mag- 
nificent mysteries, The dream inspir- 
ing sun-sets, the long slanting evening 
shadows with their Japanese 
effects, 


the slow march 
homeward of the 


punctual cows, the solemn stillness of 
the opal-tinted twiliglu, the distant, 
plaintive note of the whip-poor-will, 
the stealing forth of Night, with bare, 
silent feel and 
diadem 
of stars, ail 


these were beautiful 
enigmas, long 


since 
vainly 
interrogated, though 


swept by the sad-toned /.ephyrs of life 
and loss, like the winds sweep ojolian 
harp-strings'. 


To pluck

And I am quite sure that no faces 


ness of oar aims, the poverty of our 
resources, the fruitless results of our 
abors, the humility of our expectations, 
We should have aimed higher, we 
should have thought bctlcr, we should 
have worked more zealously, we should 
have been bolder. This is a retrospec- 
tion that is a common experience. And 
this, as well as nearly all the errors 
and failures, disappointments ami suf- 
ferings of men, grow out of the not 
holding man .sacred. 


J f l could invent a new religion it 


would be the worship of man. Not this 
man or that man. 
Not hero-worship. 


But the giving to Ihe race or to repre- 
sentative man his just place, consider- 
ation and respect,

ation and concentration of all things in

fruitful; lu is the highest, the greatest, 
he most wonderful of Ihe Ciealor's

and be a villain; he could not evad 
taxes, charge usurer's interest, under 
pay his workmen.

To administer the offices or du- 
ies plainly scl before us is our grealest 
lonor, 
Laurels in ihc public service, 


or in any of the recognized high walks 
of life, are no more .honorable than the 
rewards of him who lives a clean, true, 
useful life within the circuit of a town- 
si- ip. The vice of our labor, the vice 
of our ambition, is that man is nol held 
sacred. We rank the work first, Ihe 
worker a.i secondary ; the aim as para- 
mount, the road to it may lie over 
graves. 


The ambition must be garlanded 


and crowned if ihe way la it is through 
blood, Tears, starvation, persecutions 
and all injustice and cruelty have aris- 
en oul of this not holding man first 
and highest and all things else as ser- 
vice to him, 
No wonder is it, if this 


ha* always been Ihe prevailing, deep 
rooted vice of men's rulings and con- 
duct, that we as individual;; carry its 
influence into our very thoughts, opin- 
ions and methods, It is born and bred 
in us. 
It breathes in our every breath, 


floats in our every thought, throbs in 
every heart-beat, and deludes us inlo a 
mad perversion of our capabilities. 


The seemingly impracticable, if good, 


finally yields to agitation and debate 
The mind can be brought by unre- 
mitting attacks to surrender its old 
position and take a new one. 
And 


the vice against which I write can be 
uprooted and eradicated, if every man 
and woman will begin each with them- 
selves and cure Ihcir own minds of 
the evil. 
First in every reform must 


come conviction; next, courage; and

Thoro arc 
no bolls on tho horses, but a horn 
hangs by Iho side of tho driver and tho 
latlor energetically toots it as his horses 
dash along at a broak-nock speed down 
tho street. 
Although those Japanese 


ponies aro abused shamefully In order 
to make them attain a speed satisfacto- 
ry to tlio driver (there aro no humane 
societies In Toklo), Iho cars will stop 
somo t linos for Ion mlnulos at a cross- 
ing whilo tlio conductor and driver 
wall for an Imaginary load of passen- 
gers without tho least concern or Im- 
patience. 


It is a source of terror to Iho bravest 


person to ride by any mode of convey- 
ance down somo ol those narrow Toklo 
streets. Every coach and other vehicle 
carries a horn In'order to keep pooplo 
ou the lookout, and Iho streets aro an 
interminable crush ol stages, cars, gin- 
rlkshas, and porlablo groceries. Block- 
ades aro frequent nnd sometimes disas- 
trous. 
Tho street-car linos profess to 


havo double tracks running to tho sub- 
urbs of Ily/cno and Asakusn, but the 
streets aro frequently so narrow that 
thoy havo to reduce to ono and oven 
Iho n run quite close to tho houses.— 
San Francisco Bulletin.

At half past nine d'clock. a model of 
tho hou.so in which tho murder hud 
boon committed was brought in und 
placed upon the table in tho center of 
tho court. 


At ten o'clock tho prisoner, Hosier 


Ciurko, was placed in tho clock, und tlio 
clerk proceeded to road ovor tho indict- 
ment to llio prisoner, after which tho 
jury were sworn, and tho prisoner, in a 
low voice, having pleaded ?ioi ?/w'/<j/, Mr, 
Mon tag no rose to address tho jury i'or 
the prosecution. 


Ho commenced by calling upon thorn 


lo dismiss from their minds any Im- 
pressions they might previously huvo 
formed of the murder or Iho young, bo- 
loved, and beautiful lady who hud fall- 
en a vicllm to tho hand of the assassin, 
lie dwelt upon tho awful hiiHte, and 


tho peculiarly pnthotlo circumstances

There was no questioner the servants 


being concerned in tho murder, us they 
were nil below stairs at Iho time, with.

Ft would bo shown in Lord Level's 


evidence how, aftnr wishing his hostess 
good night, ho waited uwhilo for- Mr. 
Kyre, but presently departed, the but- 
ler locking the door behind him, JJut 
in tho moonlight he distinctly saw u 
figure cross lo the wing opposite Mrs. 
Hyre's room, and in which the. nurseries 
were situated, and quickly following it, 
Annul, to all appearance, tho rooms un- 
tenantod, save by the sleeping children. 
Tho nurse shortly entering, ho ad- 
vanced with her to the inner room, and 
he had stood for, perhaps, some ilvo or 
six minutes conversing with her, when

JOy re and tho servants woro all below 
stairs; from tho back her room was un- 
npprouchablo, and the only possible

The 
housemaid who hud boon deputed lo 
set tho room in order after its unhappy 
mistress's death, hud, in the natural 
four and horror of tho situation, per- 
formed hordulioH bntcarohfflsly, so that 
sho hud overlooked u J'uct that tho do- 
tiotive had the next day discovered,

been sealed when surprised by themur- 
ileror. This fragment of clothing had 
been found to exactly fit a piece miss- 
ing from Iho front of tlio prisoner's 
gown, wiillo tho gush on hor hand an- 
swered to tho width of tho knife found 
in hor pocket, and ink'hl bo oonjpclur- 
od to havo boon accidentally inlllotod

young lady. Thai she hhould huvo en- 
tered tho room, and loft it before tho 
murder hud been committed, wus prov- 
ed U> bo an Impossibility, by the fuot of 
Inn* having HID dripping knil'o in her 
possession, unless il wus M> ho supposed 
that she hud willfully, und for the pur- 
pose of attracting suspicion to hortiolf. 
3ii cold blood, have inllictoil too wound 
upon her own Desk 


If ho wero obliged to anticipate tho 
'lefonse, it wus becuuse he w.is entirely 
in the dark us lo what might bo fict up; 
and if it wus urged limit ho prisoner 
neither gained by, nor could hiivc any 
molivo ior Iho crime, ho would roply 
that such wus tho Intrhmlo constitution 
of the human mhul, thai thoro wero 
motives no ono could conceive, 
J 
Jwr- 
haps the prisoner hud thought tlml, hor 
Jionorablo, beloved rival onco ronioved, 
she would bo llrst in Lord J^ovol's af- 
fections, and in tho hourl of the child 
sho profoundly lovqd; but if sho had no 
molivo, who could havo hud one? 
True, Ihe jewels Mrs. lOyro woro that 
night had disappeared; but when itwus 
to bo remembered that a crowd of ser- 
vants had boon lot loose in the room, 
altogether demoralized by the confusion 
oL'the situation, it was impossible to 
suy that, beneath that temptation which 
crealos thieves, tho diamonds ha 1 not 
been snutclu-id up und hidden awuy, to 
appear in olhcr form when the huo'uml 
cry aftor thorn wan past.

Ing-room and library windows. The 
window of the latter wat partly up, and 
ho saw hin master sitting at a table 
writing, his head resting on his hand.

and neck am)'arms. He wondered 
Lord Lovel did not try, lo put tt out. 
but they were jm*t WKlng aui,eUy, astf 
there WHS nothing the matter at all. lie 
apt a bit nearer »nd tboUffht Wje muftt 
have got a swarrti of lire-flies dangling 
roiwdhor made Into a necklace an< 
headpiece, Diamonds? Tie had heard 
of such things,' but ho had never »e«i» 
them, though ho supposed thoy meant 
a deal of money. If those wore dia- 
monds she hod gob on, ho had many a 
time seen glow-worms give a handsome 
light, and yet they weren't worth no 
money to spoafc of. Did they see hiro{ 
No, they ,were talking, "courting-Hke;" 
and hero tho unhappy man, with a ter- 
rified look at his master, relapsed into 
contortions more frightful than before, 
A slight smllo of pity curled Mr. Eyre's 
lips as ho looked at him, but Diggoa, 
seeing tho smile, took • heart, nnd 
thought Ihat his master was not angry, 
What wens Lord Lovol and his mistress 
saying?
